plate (9) , which are part of said connecting device (11) , are 
formed such that they interact in the manner of a dovetail 
guide . 

(Original) 'A chair according to Claim 1, 
wherein the seating member (4) includes planar face members 
(2, 7), wherein the connecting plates (9) are inserted in the 
seating member (4) in the area of the planar face members (2, 
7) .
